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MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 


The question of increasing the num- 
ber of the members of the Reichetag 
is no being much discussed in the 


German — 23 According to 
the electoral law ofthe 3ist of May, 
1869, one member is to be elected in 
every State of the German empire for 
every 100,000 inhabitants. and an 
additional member is allowed for the 
excess number if it amounts to 50,000; 
if the population of a State does not 
amount to 100,000 in all, one member 


federation it was increased to 382; and 
15 more deputies tor Alsace-Lorraine 
were added by the law of the 25th of 
June, 1873, so that the total number 
of the members of the Reichstag is 
now 397. This number, however, is 
not in accordance with the population 
of the empire, as ascertained by th 
census of the 218t of December, 1880, 
and a motion has ben accordivgly in- 
troduced in the Reichstag by the So- 
cial Democrats, the South German 
Volkpartei, and the Danes, for a fur- 
ther increase in the number of its 
mem bers. 


The German War Office has pub- 
lished some very striking statistics 
with regard to the comparative health 
of the German and French armies. 
According to these returus, the aver- 
age number of men in the infirmaries 
on every day is twenty-five per thous- 
and in France and only eleven in Ger- 
many, while putting together the 
number of days spent in the hospital 
or sick room, each French soldier is 
incapacitated from duty during seven- 
teen days in the year, as against only 
thirteen days for the German soldier. 
The rate of mortality, according to 
the same authority, is nearly twice as 
high in the French army, being nine 
per thousand, as against flve per 
thousand in Germany. There has not 
been a single case of small-pox in the 
German army during the past year, 
while in France thera have been 1,037 
cases, of which nivety-eight proved fa 
tal.

A New Chapter in Biaine’s History. 

New York, January 11. 
A Sun's Washington special says: A 
new chapter in the history of Blaine's 
diplomatic career has come to light. 
His attempt, undertaken without the 
sanction of the President or Congress, 
to create a great American league, has 
stirred up @ deal of feeling. His 
friends still insist that if the Admis- 
tration Lad been wise it would have 
retained him and bie policy. It is 
known that he wrote two letters di- 
rectly to the South American govern- 
ments without consulting with the 
representatives in Washiogton,; and 
another to our representatives in 
those governments, besides. He first 
invited the Goveroments to send dele- 


hen he said he got the dispatch from | gates here, and, second, instructed our 


representatives to urge the acceptance 
of the invitation and to promise that 
this Government would bear all ex- 
penses of the convention. One of the 
objects of the convention was to con- 
cocta joint tarif, diseriminating against 
all Europe and in favor of all Ameri- 
can Governments. The scheme was to 
form a sort of political and commer- 
cial league between the United States 
and South America. European lega- 
tions in South America were put oo 
the qui vive at once, and it was easy 
for them to throw obstacles in Blaine’s 
path. Their commercial and financial 
iofluence in South America was eu- 
tirely too patent, and the projected 
conference of American powers was 
nipped in the bud.

A GQOD MINE. 
Judge Marshal Finds one on the Edge 
of the Town of Reno. 

It seems almost incredible that a 
large aud rich body of gold-bearing 
rock should lie within a mile of the 
town limits of Reno, where hundreds 
of men have tramped over it for the 
last twenty years and remain undis- 
covered all the time, yet such isthe case. 
Christmas week Judge I. B. Marshall 
discovered that the large ledge of red- 
dish-colored rock lying on the Hill 
side north of Reno was not. iron ore, 
as every one supposed, but that it car- 
ried a large per centage of gold. He 
immediately took steps to secure the 
land, and then put a man to digging. 
After breaking the crust he got hand- 
some locking ore lying in a nearly 
north and south ledge, 35 feet wide. 
It is hardly safe to say how high it 
goes in the bottom of the ditch, but 
the top rock went up to $125 55, and 
a piece that he thought had nothing 
at all in it assayed 812 50. There are 
immense croppings, chimneys and 
blcw- outs, and it is undoubtedly a very 
valuable discovery, both for Judge 
Marshall and for this whole country. 
It lies on the southeast quarter of Sec- 
tion 35, Towuship 20 north, Range 19 
east, and is a mile and a half north of 
the Depot Hotel, saad a mile west of 
the English mill. W.A. Walker and 
R. S. Osburn located extensions yes- 
terday. — 


The Smalipox Cases. 

The two car-loads of emigrant pas- 
sengers, in one of which was found 
two cases of smallpox, are now lying 
at tunnel 15, four miles above Verdi, 
where they must remain for ten days.

WASHOES CON DITION. 


What the Grand Jury Say—Some Re- 
commendation Worthy of Attention. 
To the Hon. 8. D. King, Judge of the 

Second Judicial District of Nevada: 

The Grand Jury, empaneled for the 
January term of said Court, held in and 
for Washoe county, herewith present 
their final report, and respectfully ask 
to be discharged. 

Your Grand Jury would report that in 
addition to the indictment heretofore 
brought into Court, we have found one 
true bill of indictment for arson; one 
for embezzlement; three for keeping 
places of resort for the smoking of 
opium and one for resorting to a place 
for the purpose of smoking opium. 

Upon careful count of funds in the 
County Treasury, we found as follows:

The sum agreed with the amount re- 
quired to be in the County Treasury as 
per balance sheet of the ,County Audi- 
tor, January Ist, 1881. 

We also found in the safe of the 
County Treasury the sum of three hun- 
dred and thirty-one 60-100 dollars, a 
balance remaining to the Reno, School 
Building Special Fund, which amount 
is not included in, or counted with, the 
county funds, but is disbursed under 
the provisions of a special statute. 

The amount of $2,800 above reported 
as being represented in the County 
Treasury by two certificates of deposit 
issued by the defunct Reno Savings 
Bank, have been reported upon by a 
former Grand Jury and have provoked 
much discussion. These certificates 
were received by the then acting Co. 
Treasurer in lien of coin—the county at 
that time not having a safe depository 
for coin. 

They were received by him and by the 
present Co. Treasurer at their own risk. 
Each of them had the option to receive 
or refuse them, and each were responsi- 
ble for failure to collect upon paper in 
their hands, which by its terms was 
payable upon presentation. The 
county can be in no wise responsible 
either for the taking or holding of them. 

The books and accounts of both the 
Auditor's and Treasurer's offices seem 
to be well arranged and systematically 
kept. Documents andjnewspapers are 
regularly filed and carefully ‘preserved. 
Each of these officers are attentive, 
obliging and trusty, We have exam- 
ined every claim presented and allowed 
against the county during the past year. 
We note that the County Commissioners 
allowed in March one bill of $10, which 
was iejected the morth previous. It 
may have been too hastily rejected in 
February, but could notagain legally be 
considered. 

We find that a certain claim in the 
sum of $800 was presented, claiming 
payment for several thousand miles 
travel in search of a criminal. 

The Board allowed the sum of $405, 
coutrary to the advice, and notwith- 
standing the protest of the Dist. Attor- 
ney. r 

If the principle is to prevail that any 
individual, upon obtaining a requisition 
from the Governor, may ‘‘go to the ends 
of the earth at county expense, there 
may soon be an hundred or two Washoe 
county officials actively scouring the 
Atlantic seaboard in search of supposed 
criminals. 

A claim was presented in the sum of 
$915 for services of a short hand re- 
porter in taking depositions in a Jus- 
tice’s Court. Said claim was rejected 
as being illegal and we justify their 
action in the premises. 

In the matter of the allowance of 
claims we disagree with the Board as to 
the amounts paid such as the item of 
$7 50 per cord paid for wood at 
the office of the Pub. Adm. in the 
month of October; bat do not question 
the intent of the Board to do right. 

The last Legislature having abolished 
the feo system and placed county offi- 
cers upon a salary regulated by the re- 
quirements of each county; we have 
searched the Records of Claims and pre- 
pared exhibits of amounts paid by the 
county to the Court House officials dur- 
ing the years 1880 and 1881, with the 
view of testing the merits or demerits of 
the salary system and its corresponding 
value to this county. 

We find that there was paid to these 
officers during the year 1880,{the sum in 
round numbers of $16,000. 

The amount of salaries paid the same 
officers in 1881 was in round numbers 
$20,000, but there was returned to the 
county by the same officers an amount 
of fees collected in the sum of $9,000 


‘thereby reducing their actual cost to 
the county to the sum of $11,000, thus 
effecting a saving in expenses of $5,000 


ensure it our honest support. 

The office of the County Clerk re- 
turns more revenue to the county than 
the amount of salaries paid the Clerk 
nd his Deputy. 

The Auditor's office returns an 
amount sufficient to pay the salary of 
the Auditor, and the Sheriff returns to 
the county one-hali the salaries paid to 
his office. 

Again, the removal from our county 
officers, of the temptation and opportu- 
nity to increase their personal gains a: 
the expense of others, is worth thou- 
sands of dollars annually to the county. 
The time of the County Commissioners 
is now consumed in bunting through 
lengthy fee bills, construed in favor of 
the officer, and against the county. At- 
torneys are not forced to wink at vague 


‘| items of fees against their clients or suf- 


fer the displeasure of the officials. 
Wealthy counties are not bound to a 
general fee ystem which affords theiz 
officials an annual fortune, that the of- 
ficials in less favored counties may 
barely live, under the same achedule of 
fees. 

Each county may now increase or de- 
crease the salary of any officer, (by 
change of the statute) without interfer- 
ing with the interes: of other counties; 
and as times and circuwstances change, 
may hold its legislators responsible for 
i dependent, personal action, in regu- 
lating salaries according to its ability to 
pay. The salary act should be amended, 
but to return to the old fee system 
would be suicidal and prejudicial to the 
interests of the people. 

We find that J. M. Flanagan, County 
Assessor, was indebted to Washoe 
county at the close of his official career, 
for moneys collected and not paid over 
in amounts as follows:

As soon as said amount was found to 
be due the county the bondsmen of the 
Co. Assessor immediately paid said 
amount into the Co. Treasury.

Assessor and not assessed of the value 
of about $20,000—estimating same by 
the valuation made in 1880. 

With respect to the public rumor or 
charge that said J. M. Flanagan had 
not taken the official oath before enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office, we 
have no means of ascertaining that fact,

So far as we have been able 
to examine said books in the time al- 
lowed, we pronounce them correct and 
creditable to the officers mentioned. 

We have examined the County Hos- 
pital, or Poor House, and find it clean 
and neatly kept. Good wholcsome 
food is provided in sufficient amounts. 
We find seven patients at the building, 
who speak in high terms of their treat- 
ment. We think the bedelotuing in- 
sufficient, and would recommend that 
several pairs of new blanket bes fur- 
nished. 

We find the Court House in reasonable 
good repair and order. 

The jail is in bad condition, the cells 
very much so, although the three pris- 
opers seem healthy and able to eat a 
fall allowance. 

We think the Indigent Sick Fund 
more heavily drawn upon than circum- 
stances require. 

The county has furnished land and 
buildings for County Hospital purposes, 
which have cost $12,000. The land is 
productive and should furnish a portion 
of food for its inmates, yet it has cost 
the county during the past year as fol- 
lows:

Miscellaneous expenses

These amounts far exceed the cost to 
the county for such purposes previous 
to the establishment of the County Hos- 
pital. We find the sum of $4,554 33 
too large for indigent sick purposes, 
aud call upon the County Commission- 
ers to rednce this amount. 

We advise the rebuilding of the Court 
House fence. 

We have fuiled in our efforts to find 
indictments for the selling or furnish- 
ing intoxicating liquors to the Indians. 
We would recommend that drunken 
Indians, upon their arrest, be confined 
closely upon a low diet until they state 
where they obtained their drink, and a 
strenuous effort be made to obtain con- 
victions through their testimony. (See 
Stat. 1877, page 133,) by which stat- 
ute Indians are made competant wit- 
nesses.
